Tuiare lake Is iu>V being reclaimed,

The land Is 
rich.

Rohrer brought hack a piece of soil 
,-hich he will send to the State Uni- 
versity for analysis. 


Mr. Rohrer states that he believes 


the lake will remain permanently dry. 
For years the water has been receding 
until this year the lake dried up com- 
pletely. The reason of this is that the 
water of the main fillers of the lake 
has been diverted for irrigation pur- 
poses until very little If any of the 
water finds'irs -way into the lake. 
At 


present nearly all the water of Kern, 
Tule, White and Kaweah rivers is di- 
verted and spread over the once arid 
tracts which are now under cultivation, 
and the only river which Is likely to 
pour much water into the lake Is Klnge 


In the flood months—May, June 


and July—the greatest amount of water 
is diverted from Kings river for irri- 
gation, and hence It is believed that 
crops growing on the lake site would 
not be innundated even In wet- years 
when all the streams arc high. 
But 


to prevent the possibility of the grain 
being flooded it Is proposed to • build 
levees beginning.at the mouth of the 
river and circumscribing the center of 
the lake, thus making a .natur&l basir 
for the water which Is not diverted be- 
fore reaching its outlet. 


It is said that nearly the whole lake 


site has already been filed upon, and 
the work of constructing a levee as de- 
scribed and reclaiming the land will be 
begun In time to put in a crop this year.

CONVENTION BALLOTING. 


It seems to us that the newest pro- 


posal to extend the Australian ballot 
to political nominating conventions Is 
based on a misconception of the nature 
and purpose of such conventions 
The 


Australian ballot is a valuable safe- 
guard where the protection of secrecy 
is needed, but it is just tho reverse 
where safety must be sought in pub- 
licity. The private citizen, casting the 
ballot '.hat is his of right, is entitled to 
the defense of privacy, but the constit- 
uents of a public representative, cast- 
ing a vote that Is his only by delega- 
tion, are equally entitled to the guar- 
antee of publicity. 
The absurdity of 


confusing the two cases Is *t once ap- 
parent if we consider the result of In- 
troducing the Australian ballot In the 
votes of congress. 
The guarantee of 


the constitution in the requir2ment of a 
recorded yea and nay vote is a safe- 
guard against the evils which such ft 
system would magnify. 


A political convention is a represen- 


• tative, and to some extent a delibera- 
tive body. Its purpose Is more than the 
mere mathematical summation of the 
individual preferences of its members. 
In things human and social the whola 
is distinctly more than equal to the 
sum of all its parts, and any plan 
which doe* not recognize this fact can 
not succeed. 
Unless a convention can 


act as an organization rather than a 
summation; It can never command re- 
spect or following. 
Members must get 


together somehow, and-if 
they 
can 


only do so by trading and manipula- 
tion, it is a symptom of political im- 
maturity which should be exposed and 
not concealed. 


Our form of government Is republi- 


can, not democratic, and the forms of 
party organization should be the same-.' 
Delegates should have a certain free- 
dom in exercising their representative 
powers, but they can not be trusted 
•with tbl* freedom unless It be exercised 
in the light of publicity. 
The evils of 


log-rolline and boss rule cannot be 
cured by regulations of the method of 
balloting nor by anything except by an 
incremsed 
political Intellicence 
and 


eenae jof responsibility, 
in-considered 


experimenting with the Australian bat- 
lot where It does not belong will only 
retary and not hasten thin consumma- 
tion.

problem would be most logically solved, 
but there !•= no probability of the ac- 
ceptance of such a scheme by anybody, 
and our experience in Samoa indicates 
that it would not wurk.

of. official economy before election, but 
the Democrats have shown a. prone- 
ness to forget about it after election. 
Don't vote for them. 
Everybody com- 


mends the conduct of the war and fav- 
ors taking advantage of Its lesults, but 
the Democrats would have 
furnished 


the necessary funds by lnfl.iting the 
currency with 
irredeemable 
notes, 


which would have produced a reaction 
and panic like that which followed the 
civil war. 
Don't vote for them. 
In 


fact, vote the Republican ticket and 
keep, on the safe side.

Haul. 


They Were Discriminating and 


Chose the Best-A Suspect 


Arrested. 


OHO of. the most .daring burglaries 


ovt-r attempted In Fresno was commit- 
tal in the store of Alfred Pearson on 
Mailjtosa street, early yesterday morn- 
ing. The thlftves entered the store from 
ilie rear and carried away everything 
or value in the establishment. 


The first intimation that a burglary 


had been committed was received when 
jir. Pearson, readied the stove yester- 
day morning at 7 o'clock. 
He found 


the interior ol his store in a chaotic con- 
dition. 
Goods were scattered all over 


the lloor and the shelves were empty. 
Two hundred empty boxes that had 
contained shoes and gloves were found 
scattered in the back room. The show- 
case was looted and all the jewelry 
gone. 


The burglars must have been in the 


store for over an hour. 
They had rum- 


maged through the entire stock, taking 
such articles as they thought o£ value 
and leaving what they did not want. 
Any one passing on the sidewalk could 
have seen them. Inasmuch as the front 
of the store is of glass and there is a 
light burning all night directly in front 
of the building. 


The thieves entered the back yard 


from the alley through a small gate. 
One evidently climbed over the fence 
and opened the gate, admitting the oth- 
ers. 
They they then cut away the low- 


er panel of the back door with a pocket 
knife. 
When they had cut their way 


through this they found a board nailed 
across the door on the inside and could 
not enter through the hole they had cut 
in the panel. 


Hut they were not to be baffled by 


tliis obstacle and procuring a step-lad- 
der 'which they found ne.ar by, 
they 


climbed to the transom and broke the 
glass. 
Tlipy then entered and looted 


the store. 


The back room contained nothing of 


value, but the front of the store was 
filled with a new stock of goods which 
Mr. Pearson had received only recent- 
ly. 
They tore down the boxes from 


the shelves and dumped the contents 
on the floor. 
They then placed In 


•arks such articles as they wished and 
left U1B remainder scattered about the 
floor. 


M'\ I'eurson made an inventory of Ills 


goods yesterday and found that the fol- 
lowing goods had been stolen: 
Tliree 


cutaway suits, valued at ?25 each; six 
frock suits, worth 520 each: twenty-two 
pairs of shoes, three dozen gloves, 100 
silk handkerchiefs, two quilts, all the 
tobacco and cigars in the store, several 
pairs of socks and a number of over- 
shirts. 


Besides the thieves footed the show- 


case and took all the jewelry. Including 
cuff buttons, diamond pins and shirt 
studs. 
Mr. Pearson.puts his loss at 


$500. 


Some think the burglars had a wagon, 


but the oificers do not think it proba- 
ble. 
The fact th.it tho goods were 


empted from the boxes and placed in 
sacks goes to strengthen the 
theory 


that no wagons were used. 
Besides It 


is not likely that the housebreakers, 
bold as they were.would have driven up 
to the* store in ft wagon.thousth it Is pos- 
sible that they bad a wngon and left 
it a few blocks away.

He Winds Up the Chinese 


Poker Games. 


The Former Proprietors Are a 


Little Disgruntled, But Do 


Not Resist.

The City Board of Education met lust 
light in regular session. 
The meeting 


was enlivened by a spirited discussion 
between the members of the board and 
a committee of citizens who asked that 
their children bu transferred from the 
Lowell school to the Hawthorne. 


The committee consisted of Messrs. 


W. H. MoKenxle. F. J. Haber and Dr 
Hare. 
All three were unanimous in 


condemning the Lowell school from 
a sanitary standpoint. 


They reside in the northern part o 


the city, pay taxes for the mainten- 
ance of sewers and other sanitary ben- 
eflts, and did not think their children 
should be sent outside the city limits 
where they would be deprived of these 
sanitary advantages and exposed 
contagion. 


Dr. Hare, who conducts the sanitar 


ium on J street, was the first to ad 
dress the board, lie said he objectei 
to sending his children to the Lowe] 
school because of its filthy surround 
ings. 
He thought cleanliness one o 


the first essentials of a good schoo 
and said it was a notorious fact tha 
the vicinity of the Park avenue build 
ing was one of the most uncleanly 
ipots' to be found anywhere and tli 
breeding place for contagious and epl 
dpmic diseases. 
"The whole neighbor 


hood," he said, "abounds In cesspool 
and heaps of garbage." 
He bad ex 


ponded money out of his own pocket I 
having the vicinity of his home clean 
ed up. 


TV. N. Rohrer he said, lost two chll 


dren from diphtheria last year and th 
disease was caused by filth and decay 
in the neighborhood of the Lowell 
school. 
The building has no sewer 


connection and this was the cause of so 
niuL-h sickness in the district last year. 
He thought the board should teach the 
children of the school a lesson la clean- 
liness by cleaning up the Park avenue 
neighborhood. 


Mr. Noble did not think that the filth 


was confined to the Additions. "There 
are many alleys in the city itself," he 
said, "that resk with filth and gar- 
bage." 


W. H. McKenzie stood for what he 


considered his rights as a taxpayer of 
the city. "I live inside the city limits 
and pay taxes for the maintenance of 
sewers and other sanitary conveni- 
ences. 
A man who lives entirely out- 


side the city school district sends his 
children to the Central school. 
When 


this is permitted I cannot see why I as 
a resident of the city itself should be 
compelled to rend my children outside 
the city limits to school." 


F. J. Haber followed Mr. McKenzie 


and spoke in the same strain. 
He did 


not feel that he would be doing justice 
to his children in sending them to the 
Lowell school. 


Dr. Hare again arose and declared 


that he would not under any circum- 
stances send his children to the Lowell 
building. 
He would send them to a 


private school in order to avoid it if 
necessary. 


The committee then walked out of 


the room and the board decided to refer 
the whole matter of transfers to Mr. 
Dailey, with full power to act pending 
the change of boundaries of the vari- 
ous districts. 


A communication 
from Helen D. 


Gels, asking to be transferred to th* 
first or second grade In any building, 
was read and placed on file. Miss Gels 
is at present teacher of the fourth and 
fifth grades at the Lowell. 


The board then went Into session as 


a high school board. 


Mr. Dailey reported that there was a 


lack of water at the high school. 
A 


single pipe leads from th^ water main 
on Merced street to the high school 
Building. From this pipe water is taken 
for the grass and also for use in the 
building-. 
The supply of water In the 


pipe, however, is so small that when 
the sprinklers are running there Is not 
force enough left to raise the water to 
the second floor of the building. Hence 
there Is occasionally a lack of water for 
drinking and flushing the closets. 


Mr. Hogue here announced that Mr. 


Spinks, the new teacher of German at 
the high school, found it rather warm 
on the third floor of the building, and 
thought matters might be improved if 
awnings were placed on tMt windows.

A Boy's Death Under 


Car Wheels. 


Fatality at the Southern 


Pacific Station. 


Clair B. Fee, a Roving Youth, Hor- 


ribly Mutilated Last Night- 


His Chum's Grief. 


From Tuetdkr's Dtlfe 
Clair R. Fee, a youth of 18 years, 


was killed at the Southern Pacific sta- 
ion between S and 9 o'clock last night. 
tavlng been horribly crushed under tht 
wheels of a freight car. 
The boy had 


beaten his way from St. Louis. Mis- 
souri, riding on the brakes from town 


town and taking all the chances that 


are of necessity risked by such travel- 


Considering that fact. It was & 


singular stroke of fate that he should! 
have been killed where there appeared 
to be no particular danger In the act 
that resulted in his death. 


Pee and his chum, Charles B. ShaC- 


frey. together with a man named Sam 
Cunningham had walked from the court 
house park and when they reached the 
railroad crossing on Tulare street a 
freight train was standing across the 
street. 
All three started to cross be- 


tween the cars by flimblng over the 
bumpers. 
Shuffrey crossed at Tulare 


street, while Cunningham and Fee 
walked up tu climb over the bumpers 
of two cars nearer the station. Shaffrey 
and Cunningham got across, but just 
as they reached the other side the en- 
gine started and the cars bumped to- 
gether. 
Then, they heard a cry, and 


Shaffrey quickly lay down and looked 
under the cars. 
He caught sight of 


his chum as he was thrown directly 
under the wheels and saw them pass 
over him, grinding him to pieces. 


The train was stopped as soon as pos- 


sible, and the mutilated remains of tht 
lad were removed from under the car. 
He was horribly cut and mangled. On* 
of the wheels had passed over his 
neck almost severing the head from the 
shoulders, while his feet were cut off on 
the other rail. His legs were ground to 
a mass of crushed bones and lacerated 
tlesh. It was a horrible sight. 


A morbid crowd almost immediately 


gathered around the mangled remains 
of the unfortunate lad and stood there 
gazing at the sickening sight until Cor- 
oner Long arrived and removed the 
body to the morgue. 


Young Shaftrey was not of that num- 


ber, 
lie went back of the passenger 


depot, and though he had the appear- 
ance of the typical boy tramp, his eyes 
were filled with tears and his voles 
was choked so that he could hardly 
speak. 
After describing the accident, 


as narrated ia the foregoing, the lad 
said: 
"I met him in Detroit, Mich., 


lost July. 
"We went to Chicago to- 


gether and worked a while. 
Then we 


came to California. 
TVe arrived here 


about fifteen flays ago. 
"We had been 


working last week near Fowler. 
"We 


came 1o town this evening and were 
going out to work with Mr. Cunning- 
ham In the morning. 
S'es, he was my . 


chum. 
We had been together all the 


time since we met. 
Ue had the money 


that we earned last week. 
His father 


and mother live in St. Louis, Mo. I 
don't know whether he had any broth- 
ers or sisters. 
He never told me any- 


thing about his folks exce.pt his father 
and mother. 
My home is m Logans- 


port, Ind. 
My.parents are dead." 


Coroner Long held the inquest short- 


ly after the accident. 
A curious crowd 


entered the morgue to look at the man- 
gled remains. 
"When the Coroner tried 


to impanei a jury from among them he 
found that very few of them were resi- 
dents of this city or county. 


Young Shaffrey 
and Cunningham 


were the only witnesses, examined. 
Their statements corresponded to the 
facts as given in the foregoing account. 
The address of the father -.'f the dead 
boy was ascertained to be No. 2912 
North Twelfth street, St. Louis. 
The 


jury returned a \-erdict of accidental 
death through carelessness on the part 
of the deceased. 


The dead boy had a case of surgical 


instruments which his chum said he 
found in Sacramento. 
He also had 


$1.15. 
Last night Coroner Long sent 


a telegram to his father asking about 
the disposition of the remains.

GENEVA, Sept. 10.—The Empress of 


Austria was assassinated at the note 
Beaurivage this afternoon by an Italian 
anarchist named lAochlni.who plunged 
a knife into her breast. The Empress 
fell, but arose and was carried aboan! 
a steamer. 


Subsequently the Empress, not re- 


covering consciousness, the steamer put 
about, the Empress was carried to her 
hotel and there expired. 


The stretcher^upon which the Em 


press was carried to the hotel was has- 
tily improvised with oars and sat 
cloth. 
Doctors and priests were immi 


diately summoned and a telegram w( 
sent to Emperor Francis Joseph. 


All efforts to revive her Majesty were, 


unavailing and she expired at 3 o'clock 
The medical examination shows tha 
the assassin must have used a small 
triangular file. The wound was just 
over the left breast. There was hardly 
any bleeding. 


After striking the blow he ran along 


the Rue des Alpes with the evident in- 
tention of entering > the 
square LOB 


Alpes, but before reaching It, he was 
seized by two cab men who had wit- 
nessed the crime. 
They handed him 


over to a boatman and a gendarme, 
who conveyed him to the police station. 


The prisoner made no resistence. He 


even sans as he walked along, saying: 
"I did It," and "she must be dead." 


"At the police station he declared that 


he was a "starving anarchist, with no 
hatred for the poor, but only for the 
rich." 


TAter, when taken to the court house 


and interrogated by a magistrate in the 
presence of three members of the local 
government and the police officials, he 
pretended not to know French and re- 
fused to answer questions. 
The police, 


on searching him, found a document 
showing hise nam to be Laochlnl, 
born in Paris In 1S74, and an Italian 
soldier. 


A great crowd quickly assembled 


around the hotel Beaurivage where tbe 
officials proceeded. after interrogating 
the prisoner. 
The police searched the 


scene of tbe crime for the weapon and 
the accomplices of tbe assassin. 


It appears that a boatman noticed 


three persons closely following the Em- 
press, who was making purchases in 
the shops. 


The local government, immediately 


on receiving tbe news of her Majesty's 
death, half masted the flag on the ho- 
tel de Ville.the municipal offioe,and pro- 
ceeded in a body to tbe hotel Beauri- 
vage as a token of respect. 


The shops on the Kursaal were closed 
The assassin told the magistrate that 


he came to Genevfc in order to assassin- 
ate "another important person," 
but 


had been unable to execute the project 
The reason of hlsfallure he did not give 
but he declared that it was only by ac 
cident he had learned of the presence 
of the Austrian Empress In Geneva. 


T1ERNE. Switzerland, September 10.— 


The President of Switzerland 
and 


ither members of the government were 
stunned with horror and grief when the 
lews reached the palace that the Em- 
tress, so beloved by all Europeans, had 
'alien victim to an assassin within the 
jorders of thatr country. They imme- 
diately arranged to hold an extraor- 
dinary federal council on Sunday morn- 
ng, in order to consider the measures 
to take against the assassin. 


The latter must be tried according to 


the statutes of the canton in which the 
crime was committed, and. which for- 
bids capital punishment, making life- 
Imprisonment the most severe penalty 
which can be Imposed. 


"When the Austrian count Kuerfstein 


was informed of the tragedy, he hur- 
ried to the palace and was met with 
expressions of the utmost sympathy. 
So soon as a special train could be ar- 
ranged, the minister started for Gene- 
va accompanied by ihe deputy prose- 
cutor general, who took up the case at 
once, bis chief being on a vacation. He 
will hold a preliminary inquiry at Gen- 
eva tonieht or as soon as possible and 
return tomorrow in order to report to 
the federal council.

The remains of Clair S. Fee.tho youth 


who was cut to pieces under the wheels 
of a freight car at the Southern Pa- 
cific station Monday evening, were In- 
terred yesterday afternoon. The boy's 
father had bccii communicated with by 
telegraph, and he wired back to bury 
the body and await the arrival of a let 
ter for further Instructions. It Is be- 
lieved that the father has some doubt 
as to. the deceased being his boy, inas- 
much' as the telegram sent him stated 
that the remains were horribly mutila- 
ted. 
While that is true, the face i 


not very much disfigured and there 
is no doubt whatever concerning the 
identity of the youth. 


Yesterday afternoon Charles B. Shaf- 


frey, the chum of the dead boy, sat 
down in the Fresno undertaking estab- 
lishment and wrote a letter to the fath- 
er of-the deceased, telling him of the 
accident and assuring him that there 
was no mistake in the identification. 


So badly was the body of young Fee 


mutilated that it was almost impossi- 
ble to gather up all the bits and pieces 
of'flesh which 'were scattered over an 
area of several frer. 
After all that 


could be collected of the remains was 
removed to the morgue a watch was 
left at the place to keep the dogs 
away, as there were shreds of flesh bur- 
led in the cinders of the track and sev- 
eral pools of blood. Yesterday morning 
aT! the pieces of the body that could not 
be seen the preceding night were gath- 
ered up.

vat. 
He fell under the lantern, which 


immediately exploded. 
A sheet of 


flame and smoke shot up from the man- 
hole.

immediately made a heroic effort to 
save Brady. 
A rope was 
fastened, 


around <he waist of one of them, Fred 
A. Geann and he was let down into the 
vat. 


He groped around for a moment but 


could not find Brady.

IIP pulled up to avoid asphyxiation. 
Upon getting a breath of fresh air he 
went down again, this time catching 
hold of the burning man and 
pulling 


him out, a mass of flames. The fire 
was smothered 
with 
blankets, 
and 


soothing lotions were applied to Bra- 
dy's burns. The body had been severely 
burned from the waist up. 


"Dr. Davidson was sent for and after

Not at All Sorry He Killed 


the Empress—His 


Reasons. 


NEW YORK, Sept 14.—A "World ca-

States consul here, the World corres- 
pondent was enabled today to SPC and 
interview Assassin Laochini. 
Instead 


of sullen Pendergast, who kitted Carter 
Harrison, of Chicago, or defiant Valll- 
ant, who threw a bomb in the French 
Chamber of Deputles,there was brought 
upon the scene In the ante-chamber of 
the Palace of Justice, a smirking 
wretch, effusive, garrulous and beam- 
ng.
